ing of the church 
inventories began, 
antiquaries of Paris, some of whom 
are millionaires, hired him and others 
to go through the country and bribe 
the parish 
priests to 
surrender the 
relics 
and 
substitute 
counterfeits 
which could later be turned over to 
the state. 
He says this plan of opera­ 
tion

for months, 
but as 
many of

church 
treasures could not be counterfeited, 
he finally went, boldly into the busi­ 
ness of wholesale burglary.

estimated the amount of his robberies
